AN ACT to amend chapter two hundred and ten of the gen.
eral laws of 1873, entitled “an act to provide for the collec-
tion of certain statistics with a view of mure fully equalizing
the state taxes.”

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioN 1. Section one (1) of chapter two hundred
and ten (210) of the general laws of 1878, is hereby
amended by adding thereto the following words: * pro-
vided, that there shall be omitted from such statement
and returns all sales which upon the face of the con-
veyance show or purport to be for a nominal considera-
tion merely, or where the deseription in the conveyance
does not substantially correspond with the description
in the assessment roll.”

SkcTION 2. Section four (4) of chapter two hundred
and ten (210) of the general laws of 1878, is hereby
amended by addiny thereto the following: * And may
from time to time give such directions and instructions
in relation to the making of such returns as in his opin-
ion may be proper fully to carry out the object and
purposes gought to be accomplished by this act, and so
that the returns herein provided for may show with
reasonable accuracy the consideration given for the
property conveyed and the assessed value of the same
property.”

SECTION 8. This act shall take effect and bein force
from and after its passage and publication.
